—If broken rice b« bolbd .vith one- 
third milk and two-thirds water, add- 
ing one egg to each pint of liquid, ami 
il," mass thickened witli oatmeal and 
comment while boiling, it ia said to 
prove an excellent diet for very young 
chickens. It keepa well and may lie 
crumbled very easily when cold.— Vht 
Catcrtr. 

—All good In eiders make it a point 
to teat the rapacity of their cows, and 
do not depend uiion color-marks or 
other outward Indications. If dairy- 
men would pursue the same plan they 
would soon weed out all the unprov- 
able atock. and In a few years the 
whole herd would Improve ami the 
average yield be increased. — Wrtttrn 
Ultra" 

— One gobbler and ten hens Is an av- 
erage flock of turkovs. The old hens 
make betuir layers "ami mothers than 
the younger ones, mid In selneting the 

breeding slock this ahould not bo over- 
looked. Always procure the gobbler 
from a distance. Iu-brceding has 
much to do with thu dilliculty usually 
encountered in raising young turkeys. 
—A". K. farmer. 

— Washing lace: Make a lather of 
good white aoap; have it just luke- 
warm; lay the lace In over night. Iu 
the morning squeeze out nnd put in 
fresh water, a little soapy. Uinse ami 
blue .lightly, pin on a cloth ami hnug 
out. When dry dip It Iu sweet milk, 
squeeze out anil lay on the cloth, pick 
out and pull in aha|ie, lay cloth and all 
between the leavea of it large laiok, 
like a geography, and put a weigh on 
it untildry. — Tht Household. 

—A top dressing for uuy crop re- 
maining in the ground through the 
winter should furnish manure and 
shelter both, and it answers these pur- 
poses best when it iauf course material 
and contains fertilizing mailer. Coarse 
manure, with considerable litter in it, ia 
tho beat form of top dressing; if it ia not 
to lie procured, swamp muck makes a 
gnnd substitute, with the addition of a 
liberal quantity of fine bone flour, 
wood ashes and plaster. — Prairie 
Farmer. 

— Orange puddings: Five oranges 
peeled and thinly sliced, being careful 
not to cut the seeds.

Lei it stand while pronariag 
the following thin custard: Yelka of 
four eggs, uiie tcaspoonful of corn 
starch. tahlespiMiiiful of sugar; a, 1,1 lo 
pint hot milk. When cooked let it cool

Set In ovun nnd brown 
lightly. It must, not stand more than 
two or three hours before serving.— 
lloMon llmlget.

GAME BIRDS IN BATTLE- 

A Lively Main Between Kentuoky 
and Ohio Birds Won by the 
Latter 

ICouriar Journal.) 
A lively cocking main took place 
last night at a farm-house, ou the 
Preston-street road, at which about 
fifty cock-fanciers wero present. The 
event had been looked forward to by 
the sporting fraternity for several 
months with a great deal of interest, 
owing to to the reputations of the 
owners of the birds and the excellent 
breeds of the cocks to be fought. 
They were owned by George Wright, 
of Portland, and "Yauks" Heady, of 
Ohio, who has taken part in many of 
the principal cocking-mains for seve- 
ral years past. 

In company with one of (he Inter- 
ested parties a Courier-Journal re- 
porter was driven to the scene of the 
main, and found everything in readi- 
noas, with a prevailing splrilof inter- 
est and excitement awaiting the com- 
ing of the principals. The prelimi- 
naries were at once arranged, and 
stakes deposited. Twenty-five dol- 
lars a battle was decided upon, with 
f 100, in case of an odd fight, money 
to be forfeited If foul was made by 
either side. The cocks were then 
produced, and pitted for the opening 
bout. 

ritwT riQBT. 
Between two fine-looklug birds, 
one a red Spanish cock, the 
property of Wright, weighing four 
pounds nine ounces, and Hcady's 
black Dominick, weighing, barely 
four pounds. The birds flew togeth- 
er,uslng their gafTs rather freely. Af- 
ter fifteen tnlnutos of hard fighting, 
in which much blood was spilled by 
both chickens, Wright's bird won by 
running 1U galf through the 
Heady's, disabling it. 

SECOND FUIHT. 

Between a flvc-pound-one-oiince, 
bird, belonging to Wright, and Hea- 
dy's Spanish cock, weighing four 
pounds, nine ounces. The fighting 
was forced all along by the lighter 
bird, which won easily after punish- 
ing Wright's bird for ten minutes. 
third rimiT. 

Two fine looking cocks, each weigh- 
ing five pounds four ounces, were 
pitted for this fight, which was won 
In short order by Wright iu nine 
minutes.

Bets were freely mado before the 
birds for this battle were pitted that 
Wright would win the remaining two 
bouts. Heady took several of the 
bets himself, and offered to raise 
stakes, which was declined by Wright 
The cocks, two line white ones, were 
theu produced, and dashed at cacli 
other with a vim. Hoady's bird short- 
ly ran Its gaff through the enemy's 
body, completely knocked it out of 
the fight. 

nrrti rionT. 
Much excitement was manifested 
in this battle, each man having won 
two rounds. The best cocks had 
been reserved for the final coinmg- 
togcthcr, and the betting was oven 
Wright presented a noble-looking 
Virginia-bred cock, weighing six 
pounds ono ounce, whllo Heady pit- 
ted one of the celebrated Huddleston 
breed of chickens of equal weight. 
They dashed at each other, and for 
sevon minutes it was give and take 
with them, the birds being apparent- 
ly evenly matched. Finally, QOWeV- 
er.Ileady's cock drovo its gatr through 
the head of Wright's bird, throwing 
it to the ground. Not being able to 
come to tho scratch at the end of the 
count the light was, amid much en- 
cnthuslasm, declared In favor of 
Heady. 

Wright at once challenged Heady 
for another main, to take place in 
side of two weeks. It was aeccpted. 

The preliminaries, however were not 
arraugod. 



A TIIEEE- WEEKS-OLD WITNESS, 

BlrtbMarr. that Established a 
Charge and Convicted a Pris- 
oner. 

Fiianklix, Pa., Feb. 15.— Some 
weeks ago a young woman named 
Scott, who was soon to- become a 
mother, «p|ieared beforo a Mercer 
county justice of the peace and swore 
out a warrant of arrest of a young 
mau named William Bloodgood, ou 
rhargeorassaultaud battery. Blood- 
good was arrested. The youug wo- 
man swore at the hearing that two 
weeks previously Bloodgood had 
come to her house, and, as she object- 
ed to his remaining, he bad choked 
her nearly to Insensibility, and twist- 
ed her left wrist, almost dislocating 
it. She said the marks of his fingers 
and thumb were visible on her throat 
for several days, and her wrist had re- 
mained civoked for 6oinc time. She 
had no witness to substantiate her 
statements or prove the assault. 
Bloodgood admitted having been 
present at tho girl's houao at the time 
of the alleged assault, but denied that 
any bad been mado. He was held, 
however, to await trial at court. 

Few believed that the girl had been 
assaulted, and Btoodgooil's discbarge 
was expected by his friends as soon as 
court met. The case was called at the 
present term of the Mercer court. The 
complainant appeared, carrying her 
three-weeks' old baby. Her lawyer 
put her on the staud, aud she swore 
that Bloodgood had assaulted her. as 
stated, and that she was the mother 
of the baby in her arms. A physician 
corroborsted tho fact of that relation- 
ship. The lawyer then told the court 
that, as tho defense would ask for ac- 
quittal ou the ground that there was 
no evidence of any assault having 
"' been committed, he offered as evi 
deuce corroborative of the plaintlQ's 
testimony tho baby she had iu I 
arms. The prosecuting lawyer took 
the Infant to the jury, and, uncover- 
ing its throat, revealed to them the 
distinct marks of four lingers ou one 
side of it, and »Se plain and unmis- 
takable impression of a thumb on the 
other. After these remarkable birth 
marks had been examined by the ju- 
ry, tho lawyer uncovered the baby's 
left wrist. It was twisted out of 
shape and swollen, as If it had been 
suddenly wrenched. These marks 
corresponded exactly with tho In- 
juries tho child's mother swore she 
had received at the bauds of the pris- 
oner Bloodgood, moio than a month 
before It was born. The prisoner was 
convicted.

I want lo ask a little space In your 
paper iu which lossy a word in re- 
gard to the post office at Hopkinsville, 
Its work and management. There 
wero some notlcos in the town papers 
the lust week or two, complaining 
and ratlior reflecting upon us, espec 
lally for being slow In distributing 
the mails, I am coulldeut that those 
who have done the talking and com- 
plaining know nothing about the 
work necessary lo bo done and the 
time that would reasonably be allow 
ed iu which to open and put up the 
mall. First tho mail for five star 
routos lias to bo assorted from our 
own. Then ll has to be stamped 
The lock boxes put up llrst and then 
the general delivery, necessarily lak 
ing a good deal of time. Tho crowd 
usually takes afte- tho express as It 
comes from (lie tlrpot with the mail 
and iu Ave minutes after it gets In, 
tho lobby is full, aud of course then 
they have to wait a good while and 
I may say lu part frequently disturb 
us with their smoking aud loud talk- 
ing, both or which are positively for 
biddon by law. Now we want 
to luvlte any fair mau to come to the 
office on the arrival of any ono of the 
mails aud sec what is necessary to be 
done and how long it would reasona- 
bly take the force we have been able 
to employ with the salary allowed, to 
assort and place each piece In its 
proper place, and say In his judg- 
ment whether or not we have done 
tho best that we could under all the 
circumstances. The greatest trouble 
and delay we have had if with the 
mall that comes iu at night. We have 
not been able to have it opened and 
put up before breakfast, as wo hope 
to soon, so that the business men may 
have their mail without delay in the 
morning. We will be glad lo have 
any one feeling an Interest lu the 
matter to como around and see if we 
have not done the best that could be 
under the circumstances.

To one unacquainted will) this 
climate, it must seem very sirange 
that North Dakota yet awaits her 
first snow fall of tho season, and may 
have to wait until the winter la far 
spent. That this psrt of the territory 
is outside the snow bell, lies in the 
fact, as shown by the Signal Service 
records, that slorm paths during laic 
tan I ii in 11 ami winter, lie fur south of 
the forty-eighth panallel. Occasion- 
ally one, even Ibis early in the season, 
"irnys up till* way, but the air is so 
dry that lint lilllo snow can l«) 
equfegetj out of It. Not until the 
llrsl days of March bring increased 
li:'»l ami moisture, does the snow fall 
to any depth. Tlicso facts have an 
Important influence 111 lenglbeiiing 
the grazing season, as exemplified by 
Ihc scene before me. I notice that 
Mouse Kivcr ranchmen do not find il 
profitable to use sleighs— the light 
snow falls are too quickly cut away 
by the "chiuook" winds, which with 
Mi. mi warm breath, blow for days at 
a timeout here during the winter 
mouths.

The clergyman entered the room, 
and, bis authority dicing respected, 
soon cleared it of all in it, savu one 
person. He then tohl the woman what 
the surgeon hail said. Ihal iuslead ol 
dying, she would get well. Starting 
up in bud, she exclaimed, with en- 
ergy : 

'•What! Am I not dying? Shan't I 
die? Then, thank the Lord, I shan't 

dio!" 

She recovered, and thanked the cler- 
gyman for clearing the room of "the

grassy meadow between their crests, 
liands of cattle and droves of horses 
are scattered hero and there, as con- 
tentedly grazing on tho rich feed as 
If ll were leafy dune Instead of lute 
November. Hut tor the leafless trees 
and keen nip of the air, duriiig tho 
early morning hours, there is no evi- 
dence that winter Is bore. How odd 
it seems, with not a llako of snow for 
hundreds of miles around, to read 
from the daily papers, now four days 
old, about untimely anows that have 
already fallen on the North Atlantic 
coast, ami advices are that there have 
already been two heavy snow falis in 
the central Western Stales, and farm- 
ers in the corn belt have taken up ami 
been feeding their cattle for a month 
past. 

To one unacquainted will) Ibis 
oliinalp, it must seem very strange 
that North Dakota yet awaits her 
first snow fall of the season, and may 
have to wait until the winter la far 
spent. That this part of the territory 
is outside the snow bell, lies in Use 
fact, as sluwii by the Signal Service 
records, that storm paths during late 
autumn and winter, lie far south of 
tho forty-eighth parrallcl. Occasion- 
ally oue, even this early In the season, 
strays up this way, but the air is so 
dry that hut litilo snow can be 
squeezed out of It. Not until the 
111 st days of March bring increased 
b :ti and moisture, tloes tho snow fall 
to any depth. These facts have an 
Important influence in lengthening 
the grazing season, as exemplified by 
the scene helore mo. I notice thai 
Mouse Itiver ranchmen do not And it 
prolitablo to use sleighs— the light 
snow falls arc loo quickly cut away 
by the "chlnook" winds, which with 
their warm breath, blow for days at 
a lime out here during the winter 
mouths.
